Henry Helsel Has a Lease on the 
Property and Will Go to a Depth 
of At Least 125 Feet. 


As fine a q u ality of zinc ore a? 
was ev er tak en from a Missou ri 
mine was u nearthed y esterd ay aft­ 
ernoon at the Bailey & Plannett 
shaft, in Northwest Sed alia, at a 
d epth of 72 feet, the property be­ 
ing ad jacent to the Dalby mine, 
from which sev eral cars of an ex ­ 
cellent q u ality of lead ore hav ^ al­ 
read y been tak en and shipped to 
the Joplin smelter. 
Ju d ge Z. F. Bailey and Rev . J. 
M. Plannett own a tract of land , 
125 x 27 0 feet, and Mr. Henry Hel- 
sel, an ex perienced miner, has a 
three y ears’ lease u pon it. 
He has su nk a shaft to a d epth 
of only 72 feet so far, bu t his con­ 
tract with Messrs. Bailey & Plan­ 
nett req u ires that he shall go to a 
d epth of 125 feet, in which ev ent 
big retu rns are anticipated . 
All d u ring the past fall and 
winter work was carried on in a 
small way in the Northwest Se­ 
d alia lead d istrict, 
and a large 
q u antity of high grad e ore was 
shipped to Joplin, Kansas City 
and other points, 
bu t not u ntil 
y esterd ay was there any thing d is­ 
cov ered to lead to the belief that 
zinc in pay ing q u antities rested in 
the bowels of the earth there. 
Ju d ge Bailey was- seen by a

e m o c r at reporter this morning 
and was in high glee ov er the ou t­ 
look . 
‘‘See this,,, said the ju d ge, as he 
passed ov er to the reporter samples 
of jack that were tak en from the 
shaft y esterd ay afternoon. 
“ Nothing 
f i a better q u ality 
than this was ev er tak en from the 
mines at either Joplin or Au rora, 
and it is not su rprising that we feel 
greatly encou raged . 
“ Sev eral d ay s ago the first ind i­ 
cations of jack were d iscov ered , 
bu t not in su fficient q u antity to at­ 
tract any particu lar attention. The 
d eeper we went, thou gh, the more 
jack we fou nd , and at 7 2 feet the 
ou tlook is all that cou ld be d esired 
by people who d o not want the 
earth and a painted fence arou nd 
it. 
“ Find ing jack at 72 feet is not 
an ord inary occu rrence, either. 
At 
Joplin and 
Au rora the miners 
hav e inv ariably gone d own from 
100 to 125 feet before they mad e a 
good strik e. 
“ And , by the way , jack is jack 
ju st now, the mark et price being 
from $5 3 to $5 5 a ton. 
“ If we shou ld mak e a strik e in 
Sed alia any thing lik e the recent 
d iscov eries at Au rora and in that 
neighborhood , it wou ld giv e u s the 
biggest boom Central Missou ri has 
ev er k nown.”

The murder was premeditated,

A t present the real mo tive fo r 
the crime is unkno wn. 
Plumb, in 
his statement issued “ to the pub­ 
lic,” and entitled 
“ W h y I, T. 
Neale Plumb, sho t Alex Master- 
to n,” declared that he had been 
actuated to do the sho o ting because 
o f a sy stematic ho unding o f him 
by Masterto n. 
Plumb declared, 
further, that 
Masterto n had no t o nly ruined hin^ 
financially , but had attem pted to 
alienate the affectio ns o f his wife 
and children and to cause his so cial 
do wnfall. 
Masterso n and Plumb met by 
agreement in the Burlingto n ho tel 
at 1 130 p. m., in the apartments 
o ccupied by Manager Co le. 
They had been there but a sho rt 
time when five sho ts were fired in 
rapid successio n. 
Plumb came o ut 
and walked into the 
receptio n 
ro o m, awaiting arrest. 
The m ur­ 
derer was taken befo re Po lice C ap­ 
tain Price, o f the tenderlo in pre­ 
cinct, o f who m he is an intimate 
friend. 
He was later taken befo re 
a magistrate in the Jefferso n M ar­ 
ket po lice co urt, and held. 
N o thing was bro ught o ut at the 
hearing that co uld be accepted as a 
reaso n fo r the killing, bey o nd the 
, statement made by Plumb that 
Masterso n had ho unded him fo r

John Collins, who has latch dis­ 
tinguished himself by swallowing 9 1 
pebbles, and lias just come out 
of 
Peterborough infirmary , where he has 
been in retirement as th-e consequence 
of his feat, no doubt thinks he has 
beaten the record. 
lie is mistaken, 
however. 
A much more remarkable 
feat is recorded in the museum of 
Guy ’s hospital, where they have some 
scraps of pocket knivesthat had been 
swallowed by one John Cummings, 
an American sailor. lie and his mates 
went to a fair, and saw a mountebank 
doing some wonderful things in the 
way of swallowing knives. 
Most of 
them were greatly impressed by the 
performance, but Cummings made 
light of it. and declared lie could do 
the same if he liked. On being dared 
to do it, lie took out his own pocket 
knife and bolted it. 
1 1 is shipmates 
were 
naturally 
delighted. 
They 
plied him with grog, and affectionate­ 
ly encouraged him to still further 
achievements. ^Cummings boldly de­ 
clared his readiness to swallow all the 
p.ocketknives on shipboard. 
Three 
were instantly offered him, and he 
actually swallowed them all. 
One of 
the four lie seemed to have perma­ 
nently appropriated, and for six y ears 
he experimented no more in this way. 
Eventually , however, he tried a few 
more of these somewhat indigestible 
articles of diet, and, it was said, would 
swallow a knife with the utmost indif­ 
ference. 
When Cummings told his story to 
the doctors, as, of course, he had to do 
in the end, they thought him a mono­ 
maniac, and were inclined to pay no 
attention to it. 
External examina­ 
tion, however, showed that a metal 
point had perforated the wall of the 
stomach, and induced the hospital au­ 
thorities to administer powerful solv­ 
ents in order, if possible, to get rid of 
the obstructive fragment of this sin­ 
gular dietary . 
Perhaps the stomach 
which had held out against pocket- 
knives gave in to the doctor's ¡strong 
medicine. At all events the man died, 
and they have on show at Guy ’s some 
40 or 50 scraps of metal blades and

largest single kitchen in the world— 
on ground where roy al kitchens have 
stood from tim e immemorial. 
Geore IV. it was who in 1828 gave 
it its lofty roof and top-light ventila­ 
tors, its splendid clock let into the 
stone walls and its generally medieval 
appeartnce, says the Pall Mall Maga­ 
zine. 
A t either end of the kitchen is 
fixed an 
immense 
and 
venerable 
smoke-jack, whose origin is lost in the 
mists of antiquity . 
One of these an ­ 
nually has the honor of roasting Vic­ 
toria’s baron of beef. 
The hot-plate 
table in the center of tlie 
kitchen 
measures no less than 14 by 9 feet. 
T h e batterie de cuisine, in itsibril- 
liant array of glittering copper, is 
large enough to cheer the hearts of the 
small army of gourmands, and, 
to 
show its office is no sinecure, one may 
mention that it has to make an annual 
visit to the m anufacturer for restora­ 
tion and repair.

say s of this kitchen in 1842: 
“ The fire was more like N ebuchad­ 
nezzar’s ‘burning fierv furnace’ than

any thing else I can think of; and 
though there is now no company at 
Windsor, there were at least 15 or 20 
large joints of meat roasting. Charles 
Murray (comptroller of the

hold) told me th a t last y ear they fed 
at dinner 113,000 people.”— Chicago 
Daily News. 


Spiders a t Work. 


Some ten y ears ago a French mis­ 
sionary started the sy stematic rearing

of two kinds of spiders for their web, 
and the Board of Trade Journal states 
that a spiderweb factory is now in suc­ 
cessful operation at Chalais-Meudon, 
near Paris, where ropes are made of 
spiderweb intended for balloons for 
the French military section. 
T he 
spiders are arranged in groups of 12 
above a reel upon which the threads 
are wound. 
It is by no me^ns easy 
work for the spiders, for they are not 
released uptil they have finished from 
30 to 40 y ards of thread each. 
The 
web is washed and thus freed of the 
outer reddish and-sticky cover. Eight 
of the washed threads are then taken 
together, and of this rather strong 
y arn cords are woven, 
which 
are 
stronger and much lighter than cords 
of silk of the same thickness.
